NRO286E1 had been prepared, the Secretariat received the following
comments from the [BEINEGIEN Administration concerning possible amendments to the
structure of heading 85.19.

“Comments from the [BEliagigl Administration
regarding the proposed amendments to heading 85.19

2. BEREEE supports the retention of a provision for jukeboxes and the alignment of the
description for the means of payment with that currently found in subheading 9504.30. As
the discussions have indicated that modern jukeboxes are more likely to employ CDs, hard
drives or Internet connections than records as the source of the music, the generic term
“Juke-boxes” is more appropriate than the current reference to “record players”.

3. BEREEE supports the deletion of this subheading group.

4. BEREE supports the deletion of this subheading group.

5. BEREE supports the deletion of this subheading.
8519.5
6. BEREEE supports the creation of a subheading for CD players.
7. While [BEl80E has a domestic provision for CD players, there are no subdivisions for

different types of these goods; therefore, it is unable to provide data regarding trade volume
based on the size of the goods.

8. Although [BEIEIBE is receptive to the concept of a provision equivalent to the “pocket-
sized” criterion currently applied to cassette-players, it remains undecided as to what
description would be appropriate.

9. BEREEE supports the inclusion of a subheading for turntables; however, it is concerned
with the inclusion of “record-players”.

10. The Explanatory Note to heading 85.19 defines record-players as goods in which
“sound is reproduced from records (grooved discs) by electric amplifiers and loudspeakers,
mechanical vibrations being converted into electrical vibrations by a sound-head (pick-up
cartridge). They may be fitted with an automatic device enabling a series of records to be
played in succession.”
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BEREEE s rescarch indicates that such “record players” are no longer sold.
Therefore, [BElgE proposes that term be removed from the text for the proposed
subheading 8519.60, leaving it as “Turntables (record-decks)”.

However, there are goods that include a turntable and one or more of a radio,
cassette tape deck/player and a CD player in a single housing (see Annexes | and Il) that are
sometimes referred to as a record-player.

As “composite machines consisting of two or more machines fitted together to form a
whole” the goods described in paragraph “are to be classified as if consisting only of that
component or as being that machine which performs the principal function”.

However, determining the “principal function” is a relatively subjective process. To
simplify and promote consistency in the classification of such goods, _ proposes the
creation of subheading 8519.80 to provide for “Combinations of two or more sound
reproducing apparatus in a single housing".

BBREEE prefers the term “Magnetic tape players” rather than “Cassette-players” as
the latter does not specify the media contained in the cassette and could be construed to
include any product reproducing sound from media contained in a cassette.

However, [B8lg@ understands the concern that there is not currently a naming
provision for non-cassette, magnetic tape players and that such goods would be drawn into
the proposed subheading 8519.70 if the term “Magnetic tape players” were used. Therefore,
BEREEE \vould invite the Review Sub-Committee to consider two alternatives :

Option 1 Option 2
8519.70 - Magnetic tape cassette players - Magnetic tape players :
8519.71 -- Cassette type
8519.72 -- Other

The first would eliminate any possible misinterpretation and leave non-cassette
magnetic tape players in the headings’ residual provision (proposed subheading 8519.90,
Other), just as they are now (8519.99, Other, other), while the second would retain the
breakout for cassette type magnetic tape players, while still eliminating the provision for
“pocket-sized”.

BBRBEE supports the proposed deletion of the existing 8519.9 subheading group and
the creation of the proposed subheading 8519.90."
